More in Reserve. 


Beginning in 1875, our country had 
a long succession of centennial celebra- 
tions, which did not close till 1889. So 
the Columbian period of quadri-centen- 
nials, inaugurated last month, will fur- 
nish material for imposing demonstra- 
tions for. years to come. The great 
exposition at Chicago will run through 
a good share ef 1893; and that is, quite 
as appropriate as the present year 
would have been for the purpose, since 
it was in 1498 that Columbus returned 
to Spain, when Europe first heard the 
astounding news of his success, and he 
set sail on his second voyage to the 
New World, ina style strikingly con- 
trasted with his original venture. Then, 
besides the subsequent achievements 
of this daring navigator, closing with 
his death in 1504, we may mention the 
following as likely to call forth obser- 
vances more or less extensive: 1513, 
discevery. of the Pacific ocean by Bal- 
boa; 1517, Luther’s opening of the Ref- 
ormation by. his opposition to indul- 
gences; 1519-21, first voyage around 
the world by Magellan; 1534, Cartier 
discovers find explores the St. Law- 
rence fiver; 1541, De Soto discovers 
the Mississippi river; 1587, first white 
child of English parentage born in Vir- 
ginia, «As very few readers of the 
TOWNSMAN can reasonably expect to 
exceed the limits of dates already spec- 
ified—1987 being a considerable dis- 
tance away from this writing—we close 
our list at this point, though it might 
be indefinitely extended; but it may 
be added that, just before the ‘last- 
mentioned anniversary shall have ar- 
rived, our grandchildren and great- 
grandchildren will be commemorating 
the second centennial of the Republic, 
and just after it, the fifth Columbian 
century will be ushered in. 


Exempli Gratia. 


We have no desire to quarrel with 
our Prohibitory correspondent, who 
took exception to a recent editorial in 
the TOWNSMAN as to the use of, vio- 
lence attending elections. Equally 
with him we condemn such practices 
wherever they may take place. What 
we asserted and reiterate is, not that 
such scenes never occur in the North- 
ern States, but that relatively speaking 
the South shows a vast preponderance 
in such disreputable methods. A table 
of statistics before us, for instance, 
states that last year there were 26 lynch- 
ings in the North, and nearly 200 in 
the South. The single State of Louis- 
iaua had précisely the same number of 
these murdereus deeds as all the North- 
ern section combined—some 30 States 
and Territories. Wecommend to the 
perusal of our critic the following press- 
dispatch: ® 

DANVILLE, VA., Nov. 11.—On elec- 
tion day the Rev. J. R. Moffatt, a lead- 
ing Prohibitionist, had a difficulty with 
J. T. Clark, a lecal politician. In to- 
day’s issue of Anti-Liquor, the Prohi- 
bition ergan, of which Moffatt is editor, 
there appeared an article in which 
Clark was severely censured. To-night, 
as Moffatt was walking up the. street 
on his way to the First Baptist church, 
Clark met him, and after a quarrel Mof- 
fatt was shot in the abdomen. Moffatt’s 
condition is extremely critical. Clark 
was arrested. ; 


Since the foregoing was written, Mr. 
Moffatt has died.

Judge Endicott 
of Salem served in Cleveland’s former 
term, but there is no disguising the 
fact that he was not popular with his 
party here, except among the so-called 
‘‘silver-tops’’—the aristocratic wing in 
Boston, Cambridge and vicimty. Gen. 
Pp, A. Collins and Gov. Russell are 
most prominently mentioned, but the 
latter would hardly want to desert his 
post and turn it over to a Republican, 
Lt. Gov. Wolcott.

: A Fatal ‘Accident. 


An accident, which proved fatal, hap- 
pened to Daniel F. Harrington senior, a 
well known resident of West Parish, last 
Saturday.

He was a res- 
pected citizen and will be missed by those 
who knew him. The funeral occurred 
Wednesday afternoon, Rev. F. W. Greene 
officiating.

The Blue Succumbs to the Red. 


EXETER 28, ANDOVER 18. 


For once in several years Andover was 
quiet after a Phillips Andover-Exeter 
contest. It was somewhat of a surprise 
as Andover was a strong favorite in bet- 
ting cireles, but foot-ball has given many 
surprises this year, and this was one of 
them. The “revolving wedge,’’ which 
Exeter worked admirably, was the one 
thing which sealed Andover’s fate. Capt. 
Thomas of Exeter soon found that his 
gains must be made by superior weight 
alone and so kept up an incessant “buck- 
ing’’ at the centre of Andover’s line. 
Led on by the powerful 220-pound centre 
they were able to make gains on almost 
every rush. Andover struggled hard but 
could not stop their heavy opponents 
and it was most astonishing to see how 
the Exeter backs squirmed and crawled 
under the wedges and finally emerged 
from the mass, in two cases making 
touchdowns after everybody supposed 
the play had been stopped. 

The interfering of Exeter was also 
good and several gains were made around 
the ends, but it was in the centre that 
she proved her superiority and won the 
battle. Andover’s offensive play, espec- 
ially in the second half, was excellent 
and the manner in which she carried the 
ball behind Exeter’s goal three times 
surprised everybody. 

The Andover team certainly deserves 
credit for the grit and determination 
which they showed in face of defeat, 
Never once did they let up and their Jast 
touchdown was made at the very close 
of the game. The details of the game 
are too well known to give them again at 
this late day. Though a different result 
would have pleased us better, still we 
cannot help but think that the result is 
for the best interests of the annual con- 
tests between these two great schools. 
This makes the fifth victory which Exe- 
ter has won in fourtecn games. About 
4000 persons witnessed the great contest. 


Society of Inquiry. 


The Society of Inquiry at the Seminary 
is furnishing a great diversity in its lec- 
tures this season. Maj. Brewer of the 
Salvation Army and Manager Parkhurst 
of the Pitts Street Mission at Boston gave 
glimpses of work for the lower classes, 
of which few of their hearers had any 
practical knowledge. Last Thursday 
evening the speaker represented the very 
antipodes of this phase of religious work, 
He was Rev. Edward C. Moore of Provi- 
dence, R.I.—a brother of Prof. George 
Moore of the Seminary,—and his topic 
was ‘‘The Attitude which a pastor should 
take toward Qnestions of Biblical Criti- 
cism,.’’ As there is a prospect that the 
address may be printed in-full, we give 
here only a briéf abstract. 

Mr. Moore began by deprecating all 
dogmatism, either for or against what is 
called the Higher Criticism. It is a mat- 
ter of technical scholarship, and most 
people are quite incompetent to form 
opinions except as hearsay. Even the 
critics themselves disagree on many 
points; yet there is such substantial 
agreement on some of the main lines, 
that the future seems to promise a more 
exact and general consensus hereafter. 

Meanwhile, what shall the pastor do 
with this subject in his ministrations? 
First, he should. not turn his pulpit or 
prayer meeting into a lecture room for 
discussion of literary and critical matters. 
No person should stray into a back seat 
on Sunday and wonder what sort of a 
meeting isin progress. When the pas- 
tor’s mind is clear on any point, he ought 
not to dissemble with his people, put 
rather’ by indirection than by direct as- 
sertion he should convey hisideas, Con- 
troversy should by all means be avoided, 
and time will do the rest. 

After the lecture, which was very 
bright and scholarly, the most of the au- 
dience remained to ask questions, and 
Mr. Moore’s answers, were apt, clear-cut 
and veined with humor which won for 
him the unanimous good-will of all who 
recognized his spirit of tolerance and his 
ample commonsense.

Not a Want of Ministers, 


To the Editor of the Townsman: 

I notice you say in view of the fact that 
one-half the population of Vermont are 
reported as not church-goers, “perhg 
after all, itis not the first duty of theo. 
logical students to go to Africa ang 
neglect the needs of their native land. 
Certainly, if parts of New Englahd are 
retrograding religiously, it is not for 
want of ministers. As a theological pro- 
fessor once remarked to me, they have 
long been here a ‘‘drug in the market,” 
It is not a deficiency of ministers but an 
excess of churches that is largely answer. 
able for this. Considering, however, 
that since 1800 the number of communi. 
cants has gained fast on the Population, 
and that the zeal for foreign missiong 
has advanced equally with this, I don't 
think we need have any misgiving jp 
this direction. The Home Missionary 
work is the legitimate daughter of the 
Foreign Missionary work, Maintain ap 
interest in man as such, and there jg 
little danger but that the bulk of Chris. 
tian men will be sufficiently and even 
excessively weighted down by the love 
of country and friends from going farther 
away than they should. The body that 
is doing most for the evangelization of 
London is Charles Spurgeon’s church, 
and that is precisely the body that is do- 
ing most for missions to the ends of the 
earth. It is utterly against the nature of 
the Gospel to dam it up by any pro- 
tective duties. When it is free to expand 
as it will, it has most fuel at home. The 
one man, Andoniram Judson, has been 
worth more to the growth of the Baptist 
churches in America than twenty men 
that ranked with him but were kept at 
home by an overweening sense of their 
importance to their countrymen. Of my 
own class I remember that two of the 
grandest ministers California has had 
were the overflowings of an interest in 
foreign missions. So it always works, 

As to Vermont, her intelligence and 
integrity are well known, but I had 
always supposed that she was particu. 
larly indiffierent to ecclesiastical re- 
ligiousness. I should doubt very much 
whether there has been any great decline 
in this. If there has been, let the 
wretched little fragments of village 
churches combine, and they could send 
out three times the number of foreign 
missionaries and be all the better for it.

Boston, Nov. 12.—Resultsof theelection 
in Massachusetts are no longer in doubt. 
‘The Republicans have chosen Harrison and 
Reid presidential electors by a plurality 
of about 24,000, together with seven out of 
eight members of the governor’s council, 
their candidate for lieutenant governor 
and heads of several executive depart- 
ments, and they have also made decided 
gainsin both branches of the legislature 
In the senate they have a majority of 18, 
against 6 last year, and in the house their 
majority is increased from 62 to 60, with 
20 districts to hear from. The Democrats 
have succeeded in re-electing Governor 
Russell fora third time, but with the 
perilously narrow margin of 1937 votes, 
and they elect but three congressmen, and 
one of these was chosen in opposition to 
the party’s regular nominee. Inthe fol- 
lowing list of successful candidates an as- 
terisk denotes that the person against 
whose name it is placed is re-elected.

Murderous Assault by Two Men in Woods 
Near Boston. 


.- Boston, Nov. 15.—Charles Coots, 14 
Harold street, Roxbury, wag murderously 
assaulted in the woods of the Harris es- 
tate on Townsend street, corner of Wal- 
nut avenue, Roxbury, yesterday. Mr. 
Coots had charge of the Harris estate.

COUNTING THE COSTS. 


The Expenses of the Great Columbus 
Day in New York. 


NEw YoRK, Nov. 16.—The finance com- 
mittee of the committee of one hundred 
met in the mayor’s office yesterday after- 
noon to settle the Columbus celebration 
accounts. The cost of the celebration is 
estimated at $183,669, which, after all ex- 
penses are paid, would leave a deficit of 
over $28,000. Comptroller Myers claims 
that all income from grand stands, pro- 
grams anda banquet, about $70,000, must 
be turned into the city treasury to offset 
the amount of the bonds issued by the 
city. This would leave a deficit of over 
$98,000. Corporation Counsel Clark will 
be asked to give his opinion in the matter.

HISTORIC FEASTS. 


EARLY THANKSGIVINGS AND THE 
EVENTS WHICH LED TO THEM. 


The Pilgrims First to Celebrate the 
Festival in America with Massasoit as 
Their Guest—A Curious Long Island 
Custom. 


We wonder how many boys and girls 
know the facts which we shall tell them 
about this holiday. How many, for in- 
stance, can tell in what year the day was 
first observed? To recall the circum- 
stances of the first day of Thanksgiving 
may serve to remind us of how much 
more we have to be thankful for than 
had those early pilgrims. History tells 
us that of the 102 emigrants that landed 
on the bleak and rocky coast of Cape 
Cod bay.in the winter of 1620 almost 
half died before the following winter 
fairly set in. Today in our comfortable 
country and city homes we cannot even 
imagine the sufferings of the survivors, 
both from destitution and the inclement 
weather, which they were not prepared 
either as to clothes or habitations to 
brave. The most of the brave people 
were not inured to hardships. Among 
them were gentle and delicately nur- 
tured men and women. 

They staked and laid out two rows of 
huts for the nineteen families that com- 
prised the colony, but within the first 
year they had to make seven times more 
graves for the-dead than houses for the 
living. Notwithstanding all their trials 
and hardships these brave founders of a 
great and glorious race had so much for 
which to be thankful that they had to 
appoint ‘‘an especial day on which to give 
especial thanks for all their mercies.” 

So they agreed among themselves 
that, since their prudence and fore- 
thought had been so wonderfully blessed 
of God, they would send out four men 
hunting that they might rejoice together 


in a special manner after the fruit of’ 


their labors had been gathered. Ac- 
cording to the historian, barley and In- 
dian corn were their only crops; the 
‘peas were not worth gathering, for, as 
we feared, they were too late sown.” 
This was under the good Governor Brad- 
ford. The four men who went hunting 
brought in as much game as served the 
company for a week. The recreations 
of the day consisted of the exercises of 
their arms—Massasoit, the Indian chief, 
and ninety of his men coming among 
them for three days, during which time 
they were entertained and feasted by 
the colonists, the Indians killing and 
bringing to the feast five deer, This 
was in 1621 and was the beginning of 
Thanksgiving day in America. 

The next New England Thanksgiving 
day was in July, 1628, which had been 
appointed a day of fasting and prayer on 
account of drought. While the people 
were praying rain fell abundantly and 
the governor appointed it instead a day 
of thanksgiving. In June, 1682, Goy- 
ernor Winthrop, of the Massachusetts 
Bay colony, invited the governor of 
Plymouth colony to unite with him in a 
day of public thanksgiving because the 
action of the British privy council had 
been favorable to the colonies. In Mas- 
sachusetts Bay colony old records show 
that days of thanksgiving were ap- 
pointed in 1632, 1634, 1687, 1688 and 1639 
and sometimes on more than one day in 
the same year. In Plymouth we find 
mention of one in 1651 and again in 1668, 
In 1680 it seems to have become an an- 
nual custom. 

During the revolution it was annually 
recommended by congress; then there 
was a thanksgiving for peace in 1784, 
and in 1789 President Washington rec- 
ommended a day of thanksgiving for 
the adoption of the constitution. In 
1795 there was one for the suppression 
of insurrection, and in April, 1815, the 
president appointed a day of thanks- 
giving for peace. In New England, 
during all this time, however, annual 
proclamations were issued by the gov- 
ernors of the various states officially 
recommending the religious observance 
of the day, where indeed it became the 
principal social and home festival of - 
year. 

During the war of the rebellion ms. 
ident Lincoln appointed special thanks- 
giving in 1862 and 1863, and a national 
proclamation of annual thanksgiving 
was issued in 1863 and 1864. Since that 
time the president, as well as governors 
and mayors, have issued such a procla- 
mation annually. 

One of the most remarkable thanks- 
givings on record was the custom in 
Southampton and Easthampton, Long 
Island. Montauk Point, consisting of 
about 9,000 acres, was owned by numer- 
ous proprietors in those two towns. They 
used it as a common pasturage for their 
stock. The time for driving the flocks 
home for the winter was fixed at a 
meeting by the town council, ‘‘and it 
came,” says the historian, ‘‘to be a rule 
from the period beyond which the 
memory of man runneth not that the 
Thursday of the week following the re- 
turn of the cattle from Montauk should 
be observed as a day of thanksgiving.” 

But thanksgiving is older even than 
the United States. In many countries 
there: have been from time to time 
thankful hearts. In Holland the first 
anniversary of the deliverance of the 
city of Leyden from the siege, Oct. 8, 
1575, was kept as a religious festival of 
thanksgiving and praise. In the English 
church service the 5th of November is 
80 celebrated in commemoration of the 
gunpowder plot. 

We think we have told you as much 
as you can remember about what other 
people had to.be thankful for and when, 
and if you will master some of these 
dates you will probably be better in- 
formed about the day, which to you 
means perhaps only a great feast, than 
will some of the older folks, who, we 
are sure, will be very proud and pleased 
to hear what you have learned.—Ameri- 
can Agriculturist,
